That’s the co n sen su s ab o u t 
the recen t rain s that fell in the 
Midwest. 
The ex p erts say the mo istu re 
may help the so y b ean cro p , b u t 
it’s to o late to do mu ch ab o u t 
co m. So y b ean an d co rn are two 
majo r g rain s u sed to feed dairy 
co ws, chicken s an d b eef cattle. 
If the p rice o f feed g o es u p , so 
do es the p rice o f milk, p o u ltry 


an d meat. 
No o n e is really su re ex actly 
ho w mu ch su p ermarket p rices 
will rise, o r when the b o o st will 
hit. The g o v ern men t already 
has u p p ed its estimate o f 1974 
p rice in creases, say in g that at 
the en d o f this y ear, fo o d will 
co st ab o u t 15 p er cen t mo re 
than it did in 1973. Earlier, the 
o fficials estimated a 12 p er cen t 
ju mp this y ear.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
iden t Fo rd is ho ldin v o p en the 
p o ssib ility o f askin g Co n g ress 
fo r an an ti-in flatio n tax in ­ 
crease in 1975 b u t wo n ’t seek 
hig her tax es this y ear, Press 
Secretary J. F. terHo rst said 
to day . 
Terho rst discu ssed the p o ssi­ 
b ility o f a p o ssib le tax in crease 
in an swer to q u estio n s after an ­ 
n o u n cin g that the n ew Co u n cil 
o f Wag e an d Price Stab ility will 
b e headed b y p residen tial co u n ­ 
selo r Ken n eth Ru sh. 
Secretary o f the Treasu ry 
William D. Simo n , a memb er o f 
the n ew co u n o il, has su g g ested 
the p an el mig ht hav e to fix 
wag e-p rice g u idelin es. Bu t ter- 
Ho rst said; “The su b ject o f 
g u idelin es has n o t co me u p 
y et.” 
Sho u ld the co u n cil wan t to 
imp o se g u idelin es, he said, it 
wo u ld hav e to win Fo rd’s ap ­ 
p ro v al first. 
Asked if the Presiden t mig ht 
seek a tax in crease in a mo v e 
to damp en in flatio n ary p res­ 
su res, terHo rst said.

Roaming Episcopal priest 
boosts Christian unity 


By G E O RG E W. C O RN ELL 
AP Religion Writer 
N EW YO RK (A P ) — Consid­ 
ering American religious life is 
now mostly broken into pola­ 
rized blocs, the Rev. Malcolm 
Boyd keeps on the move seek­ 
ing to open lines between them. 
“ In the present situation, I 
find something essential about 
being on the road.” says the 
roaming priest. 


Father Boyd, an innovative 
Episcopalian whose ministry 
has varied from parish pasto­ 
rates and “ freedom rides” to 
university classrooms and night 
club acts, maintains that com 
municating orthodox faith “ de­ 
mands unorthodox methods 
In an interview. he said that 
Christianity in this country at 
present 
is 
suffering 
“ tre­ 
mendous 
fragmentation” 
in 
which each separate segment is 
“ talking only to itself, when the 
very opposite is needed ” 


“ What the church needs to do 
more than anything else is to 
bring together the disparate 
groups that have developed 
among our people.” he said 
“ T he different groups need to 
listen to each other, to share 
their experiences.” 
However, as he sees it. Chris­ 
tianity in the nation now has 
diffused into five distinctive 
categories, of which the estab­ 
lished denominations represent 
only one type, but from which

the other groups have diverged. 
In those circumstances, he 
said he finds it useful to keep 
in motion. 
‘It's a ministry growing out 
of a need.” he said It makes 
him a kind of clerical courier 
— a “ runner" across ruptured 
religious terrain. It's a word 
that 's come to characterize his 
work 
“ T he Runner” is the title of 
his latest book, issued by Word 
Publishers, of Waco. T ex 
Although he remains an asso­ 
ciate teaching fellow at Yale, 
his base in recent years, he 
now spends nearly all his time 
moving from place to place, 
group to group, “ listening, try­ 
ing to understand, discussing 
issues of faith.” 
Father Boyd. 51, a Buffalo, 
N.Y., native, was a Hollywood 
T V producer before entering 
the ministry as an Indianapolis, 
Ind , rector and later chaplain 
at Colorado .State University 
and Wayne State University, 
from which he branched into a 
diversified ministry 
in civil 
rights and other areas. 
He classified contemporary 
religious 
life 
in 
these 
five 
blocs: 
—Established 
religion, 
de­ 
fined by denominational organ­ 
izations, 
ingrown 
cautious, 
mostly 
racially 
segregated, 
wary of criticizing American 
policies, alienating some adhe­ 
rents whenever it experiments 
or 
takes 
an 
unconventional 


stand. 
—Anti-establishment religion, 
an individualistic variety, in­ 
cluding 
many 
theologians, 
young 
evangelical 
activists, 
Jesus kids, the “ gay” church 
charismatics, a spin-off from 
Christianity, but not denomina­ 
tionally oriented. 
—T he cultists, fascinated by 
oriental gurus, meditation ex­ 
ercises. astrology, magic, the 
occult, 
special 
diets, 
com­ 
munes. generally a withdrawn, 
self-preoccupied element, dis­ 
interested in the churches, yet 
manifesting a genuine spiritual 
hunger 
A non-religious, anti-estab­ 
lishment group of social activ­ 
ists. who emerged from the 
church and drew their social 
conscience from Judeo-Chris 
tian tradition, but which aban­ 
doned it to battle for peace, ra­ 
cial justice and the poor. 
—T he agnostics, utterly indif­ 
ferent to religion, concerned 
only with careers, money, hedo­ 
nistic enjoyment, totally illiter­ 
ate concerning the Bible or the­ 
ology and a rapidly growing 
group. 
“ In this situation, the church 
can’t safely sit in its ghetto,” 
Father Boyd said. “ It’s got to 
force itself out into the main­ 
stream so as to penetrate the 
different worlds.” 


Lindbergh rites ore quiet 


HANA, Hawaii (AP» — T he 
memorial service for aviation 
pioneer Charles Augustus Lind­ 
bergh was simple and without 
fanfare, the way “ the Lone 
Eagle” wanted it all to end. 
Friends and family gathered 
at the tiny Kipahulu Hawaiian 
Church on T uesday to honor 
Lindbergh one more time. He 
had been buried in a lava-stone 
grave next to the 19th century 
church Monday after his death 
from cancer. He was 72. 
During his last eight days of 
life, Lindbergh planned for his 
death, including the memorial 
service, said Dr. Milton M. 
Howell* the aviator’s personal 
physician. Fewer than two doz­ 
en persons attended the candle­ 
lit service, including his widow , 


Anne Morrow Lindbergh, and 
two of their sons, Jon and 
Land. 
Another son and two daugh­ 
ters were unuble to attend. T he 
Rev. John T incher, a Protes­ 
tant minister from Hana, con­ 
ducted the half-hour ceremony. 
Even though no mention of 
Lindbergh’s name was made 
during the service, what was 
said and read all honored the 
man who was most famous for 
his 1927 solo flight across the 
Atlantic Ocean. 
” ... T hey that wait upon the 
Lord 
shall 
renew 
their 
strength; they shall mount up 
with wings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary; 
and they shall walk, and not 
faint,” read one scripture re­ 


cited during the service. 
T he Rev. Mr. T incher and the 
family selected some of the 
Bible scriptures, “ and the gen­ 
eral 
even 
had 
designated 
some,” said the minister. 
“ He was an amazing man 
who had everything planned out 
to every detail,” he added. 
Continuing the theme of sim­ 
plicity, Mrs. Lindbergh was 
dressed in a purple Hawaiian 
print dress with a string of 
pearls around her neck. T he 
Lindbergh sons wore casual 
shirts and trousers. 
After the ceremony, 
Mrs. 
Lindbergh thanked each person 
who attended. Sitting through 
the service without showing 
emotion, she wiped back a few 
tears as she left the chapel.

m asters degree in p sych ology 
from South ern Illinois Univer­ 
sity today in a q uiet ceremony 
h eld beh ind th e walls of h is 
dormitory in th e Marion Cor­ 
rectional Center, a maximum- 
security p rison. 
Taylor is “very brigh t, ver­ 
bal, effusive, outgoing and en­ 
th usiastic,” said David Eh - 
renfreund, ch airman of SIU’s 
p sych ology dep artment. 
‘ “He p lays a 12-string guitar, 
sp eaks Sp anish fluently, is good 
in m ath em atics,” and “tech ni­ 
cally sp eaking h e’d never fin­ 
ish ed 
h igh 
sch ool,” 
Eh - 
renfreund said. 
Taylor, 30, will be eligible for 
p arole from th e center in two 
years. He is serving a 25-year 
term for th e armed robbery of 
a bank in Sh revep ort, La. He 
h as a p revious conviction for 
armed robbery and escap e 
from p rison. 
Taylor was sent to Marion in 
197 0 and it was h ere th at h e de­ 
velop ed an interest in learning. 
“Soon after h e came to Mar­ 
ion h e started attending some 
classes given by Logan Junior 
College,” 
said 
Eh renfreund. 
Taylor found th at h e liked th e 
p sych ology classes, wh ich were 
h eld at th e p rison, very much , 
th e p rofessor exp lained.

“He got ‘A’ in all h is classes 
and found out it was very easy 
for h im to get ‘A’s,” 
Eh ­ 
renfreund added. Taylor main­ 
tained a 4.98 average on a 5- 
p oint scale and obtained an as­ 
sociate science degree from Lo­ 
gan in less th an a year. 
Eh renfreund said h e became 


acq uainted 
with 
Taylor 
at 
about th is time. “He wrote me 
a letter asking if it would be 
p ossible for h im to continue in 
p sych ology and get h is bach ­ 
elors’ wh ich h e couldn’t get 
from Logan 
“I was very imp ressed by h is 
letter, it was a well-written, 


beautiful letter. I talked to th e 
staff about it and th ey agreed. 
It was th e first time we’d ever 
done anyth ing like th is in terms 
of carrying students all th e way 
th rough to a full degree,” Eh ­ 
renfreund said. 
Taylor earned h is bach elor’s 
degree in 21 month s with h on­ 


ors. His minor was black h is­ 
tory. 


“Th at was in 197 2,” said Eh ­ 
renfreund And “h e wants to go 
on to h is Ph .D. He wants to 
teach and to write.” 
“We arrange for textbooks 
and journal articles to be sent 
to h im and h e h as q uite a li­ 
brary over th ere. He’s a very 
interesting m an,” Eh renfreund 
said.

D EA R RE A D E R - Yes Just 
think of urine as the filtered out 
products that your body doesn't 
need. This does not mean it is 
toxic or harmful or dirty If you 
drink more water than you need 
the excess is filtered out of the 
blood into the urine. The water 
in the urine is no different than 
the rest of the water in your 
blood. Excess minerals are also 
eliminated 
A good example 
here is phosphates 
An 
in­ 
creased amount of phosphates 
in 
the 
urine 
increases 
the 
cloudiness. 
Phosphates are essential to 
the 
body. 
Compounds 
of 
phosphates are the main way 
your energy system works. 
Excess water soluble vita 
mins, such as vitamin C. are 
simply elim inated through 
the kidney. 
Ureas is a compound made 
by hooking together two am­ 
monia molecules You produce 
more of that when you eat lots 
of meat or in general more 
protein than your body needs 
Your urine is dark or clear 
mostly on the basis of phos 
phates and how much water 
you eliminate If you fail todrink 
much water your urine will be 
much darker. 
People confuse urine with 
food residue from the bowel. 
Urine is clean and sterile. It is 
taken directly from your sterile 
blood.

taminated by bacteria and for 
this reason can be harmful.

is any wav possible to get rid of 
them. 
D EA R REA D E R - Those 
brown spots are the same as 
freckles 
There are pigment- 
producing cells deep under the 
surface 
of 
your 
skin 
The 


amount of pigment they form 
determines the darkness of 
your skin, induce normal sun- 
tanning 
response, and even 
freckles. These cells produce 
pigmant 
in 
spots 
in 
many 
women 
during 
pregnancy. 
Getting rid of the spots is the 
same as trying to get rid of 
freckles 
Exposure to sun 
makes the area produce more 
pigment causing them to be 
more prominent just as sun 
brings out freckles.

M a y have to rebuild nuclear 
power plant at Morris 


CHICAGO ( AP » - General 
Electric Co. says that it may 
have to rebuild or tear down its 
$64 million nuclear fuel recov­ 
ery plant at Morris. 
And it could presage at least 
a temporary storage problem 
for used nuclear fuel from oth­ 
er 
nuclear 
electric 
power 
plants. 
The Midwest Fuel Recovery 
Plant, near Chicago, which was 
to recycle used fuel by remov­ 
ing radioactive waste from ura­ 
nium pellets and turn out new 
fuel for further utilities use, 
has been plagued with plumb- 


ing and other equipment break­ 
downs for four years. 
It never has operated com­ 
mercially. a G E spokesman 
said. 
Construction began in August 
1968 and the plant was to have 
opened in mid-1971, but was de­ 
layed continually. 
In a report made in July to 
the Atomic Energy commis­ 
sion. G E ’s nuclear division said 
the technology used in the plant 
does not work—and that 
it 
might have to spend four more 
years and between $90 million 
and $130 million to revamp the 


design and structure of the 
complex. 
G E said it might decide to 
level the plant and begin again 
on the same or a new site. 
The Morris recovery plant 
was to recycle 330 tons annual­ 


ly. 


A commercial recycling plant 
at 
West 
Valley, N.Y., 
was 
closed two years ago for lack of 
business and to expand. It has 
not received a construction per­ 
mit from the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 
The Morris project used only 


slightly radioactive materials 
during its testing and, a spokes­ 
man 
said, 
the 
breakdowns 
caused no danger to the public 
or to employes. 
Nuclear 
power 
plants 
throughout the country have 
limited areas to store spent fuel 
before the fuel can be sent for 
reprocessing or storage some­ 
where else. 


Other nuclear fuel recovery 
plants as well as numerous nu­ 
clear powered utilities ure in 
the construction or planning 
stages.

By LYNNE OLSON 
Associated Press Wciter 
MOSCOW (AP) — “I haven’t 
done much of any thing since 
June," Valery said wearily . 
“I’ve spent all that time — well 
most of it — cramming for 
ex am s.” 
Like hordes of other 1974 So­ 
viet high school graduates, 
Valery was preparing for a cru­ 
cial series of tests, adminis­ 
tered nationwide in August, 
which determined whether he 
would be allowed to embark on 
a higher education. 
For 9 40,000 students, the pres­ 
sure-ridden ex ams in four or 


five subjects, culminating 10 
y ears 
of 
study , 
ended 
in 
triumph. 
Those 
students 
8 
about 20 per cent of the high 
school graduating class — were 
admitted to beginning studies 
at the Soviet Union’s 845 uni­ 
versities and institutes. 
But there were thousands of 
others who either failed or did 
not score high enough to com­ 
pete with other applicants at 
the 
institutions 
which 
they 
hoped to attend. 
It’s the college crunch — So­ 
viet sty le. 


A recent Soviet educational 
study said that on the average, 
higher schools accept one of 
three applicants, but the Ivy 
League schools of the Soviet

For those who are not admit­ 
ted to higher schools, as the 
magazine Moskva put it, the 
ex perience is a “catastrophe of 
life.” 
Soviet students start pre­ 
paring for the entrance ex ams 
as early as three y ears before 
they actually take them, the 
magazine said. 
“They do not imagine any 
other way for themselves,” 
Moskva 
soberly 
concluded. 
“Not all of them know what 
speciality they will study but 
they have taken the institute 
for granted. Parents hire teach­ 
ers for them who, in their opin­ 
ion, know every q uestion usual­ 
ly asked at the entrance ex am­ 
inations.” 
The ex ams, most of which 
are given orally over about a 
two-week period, are more im­ 
portant than the American col­ 
lege 
board 
tests 
because 
they ’re the prime criterion for 
college admission. 
Komsomolskay a Pravda, a 
Soviet y outh newspaper, has 
been critical of the ex am proc­ 
ess, claiming it “sometimes 
hampers the possibility to give 
an objective assessment of the 
knowledge and capability of 
y oung 
people 
entering 
in­ 
stitutions.” 
In an effort to overcome this 
problem, a new set of entrance 
regulations was issued two 
y ears ago demanding that stu­ 
dents’ high school grades and 
evidence of their work and 
“conscientiousness” be taken 
more into account. 
The high school admission 
sq ueeze stems partly from the 
fact that the Soviet Union has 
taken such giant strides in 
making higher education, pre­ 
viously a privilege of the rich, 
available to many more of its 
people. 
As a result, y oung people’s 
ex pectations that they will go 
to higher schools have risen ac­ 
cordingly . 
For the past few y ears, the 
Soviet Union has been try ing to 
persuade some of its y oung 
people to opt for a job after 
secondary school graduation 
rather than try to go on to a 
higher school. 


But, 
like 
their 
American 
counterparts, Soviet y outh are 
increasingly shy ing away from 
the blue-collar or manual jobs 
and y earn for the prestige and 
the ex pected good employ ment 
won through a higher education 
diploma. 
About half of the 4.6 million 
persons study ing at higher edu­ 
cation establishments do have 
jobs, attending classes in the 
evening or by correspondence.
